Victim responds 
to DA's ruling

AGAWAM — Britteney Miles, the 21- 
year-old pregnant woman accidentally shot 
by an Agawam police officer who was re- 
sponding to a call for a domestic disturbance 
in May, has responded to the Sept. 14 findings 
of the Hampden District Attorney in which it 
was announced criminal charges would not 
be filed against the officer. 

According to the statement released by 
Hampden District Attorney Mark G. Mas- 
troianni, sufficient evidence was not found to 
proceed with charges against Agawam Police 
Officer Danielle Petrangelo, an 11-year vet- 
eran of the police force, in connection with 
the shooting. She reportedly shot Miles in the 
jaw when her gun accidentally discharged 
while responding to a disturbance at Eliza- 
beth Manor Apartments in the early morning 
hours of May 5. 

In a Sept. 19 statement released by her at- 
torney, Frank Flannery, Miles stood by her 
account of the events of that evening, which 
differ significantly from police reports. 

Reports state that Miles called police at 4:29 
a.m. to request “help” for “a man in the house.”

Agawam native plans 
mission trip to Haiti

AGAWAM — Annie Shibley has always felt a 
kinship with the people of Haiti, but it wasn't until 
after the devastating earthquake there in 2010 that 
she visited the nation. Since then, she has gone back 
five times — usually for a period of about 10 days at 
a time — working with the non-profit organization 
Foundation For Peace, helping the people of Haiti 
by meeting medical needs, vacation bible schools, 
implementing purified water systems, providing 
education, feeding villages and more. 

This time, she'll travel to Haiti Oct. 5 and will 
stay nine months working as the point person in 
Ganthier at the new language school built by Foun- 
dation For Peace. 

"Haiti has always been a country I wanted to 
travel to,” said Shibley, a 2001 graduate of Agawam 
High School. “I used to teach in Boston, so I taught 
a lot of Haitian students. After the earthquake, I 
heard about a relief trip...I just felt like I had to do 
it. I went thinking I'd just go once, but I keep going 
back." 

During this trip, she will be teaching, mentor- 
ing and training teachers to “become the best they 
can be to meet the needs of their students," Shibley 
said. “For me, this is more than just a school or a 
position; this is a mission." 

She called her mission “10 Acres of Promise,” in 
reference to the 10 acres on the main road between 
Port au Prince and the Dominican Republic. 

“The plan for ‘10 Acres of Promise’ is to estab- 
lish a vocational school, dormitories, Internet cafe 
and much more,’ she said. “This plot of land is not 
only a vision... it is a place where dreams can be

Best-selling author 
visits Agawam library

New York Times best-selling author Su- 
san Wilson stopped by the Agawam Public 
Library on Monday, Sept. 17, to talk about 
her latest book, The Dog Who Danced. 

The visit was part of the library's ongoing 
AuthorTalk series. 

"[ think it's a perfect book for anybody 
who really likes a story that involves com- 
plex characters," said Wilson. "There are 
some parts of the characters that make them 
difficult to sometimes even like." 

Justine Meade, the novel's protagonist, 
embarks on a cross-country trip to New Bed- 
ford, Mass., to reconnect with her at odds 
family while her father dies. She and her 
beloved shetland sheepdog, Mack, get a lift 
from trucker Artie Schmidt, a thorny charac- 
ter who turns Justine's world upside down. 

Artie abandons Justine at a rest stop and 
unknowingly takes the dog with him. The 
story propels forward as Justine sets off to 
find her canine best friend, all the while 
coming to terms with the other losses in her 
life. 

The story splits and parallels when Mack 
is taken in by the heartbroken Ed and AI- 
ice Parmalee, who find the pup after he is 
dumped at exit 8 on the Massachusetts Turn- 
pike. 

“I think that the book has a really good 
story about people's relationships with their 
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animals but it goes a little deeper than that," 
said Wilson. “I think it's also for people 
who like stories about those who cope with 
life situations and unpleasantness and grief 
and all that comes with it." 

Wilson is the author of seven popular 
novels, including One Good Dog, her 2010 
novel which enjoyed six weeks at the top of 
New York Times bestseller list. 

While working at a hospital, the author 
penned her 1996 novel, Beauty. The updat- 
ed fairy tale was made into a CBS Sunday 
Night Movie starring Northern Exposure 
star Janine Turner and Jamey Sheridan, cur- 
rently in the cast for the Showtime series 
Homeland. Sometimes Wilson sees the film 
schedules in the Lifetime network movie 
line-up but she's only watched it once. 

The author and newspaper columnist 
from Martha's Vineyard spoke with and 
signed books for enthusiastic fans who at- 
tended the literary evening. Assistant library 
director and fellow dog book author, Jolene 
Mercadante, invited Wilson to visit for the 
AuthorTalk. 

Adult Programming Coordinator, Wendy 
McAnanama, introduced the evening. 

“Some authors, like Susan, are very hum- 
ble and visit libraries just because they love 
them and want to connect with readers. It’s 
their way of giving back something to their 
readers," said McAnanama. “‘Susan’s books 
have been very popular and are always get- 
ting checked out. When we have the oppor- 
tunity to have a New York Times bestselling 
author visit the library, it just adds to the 
series."

at least one commonality: appearances 
on the banned books list. And we at Aga- 
wam Advertiser News share in the Ameri- 
can Library Association's [ALA] sentiment 
to stand against such censorship during the 
30th anniversary of Banned Books Week 
celebrated Sept. 30-Oct. 6 

From Mark Twain and Harper Lee to Judy 
Blume, John Steinbeck and Kurt Vonnegut, 
authors have had their books banned from 
school classrooms and libraries across the 
country. Since 1990, more than 10,000 chal- 
lenges have been filed with the ALA Office 
for Intellectual Freedom [OIF]. In 2011, the 
ALA OIF received 326 reports of book re- 
striction or removal attempts from school 
curriculums and shelves. 

Two of the top 10 most frequently chal- 
lenged books in 2011 span decades between 
their first publications - Harper Lee's 1960 
novel *To Kill a Mockingbird" and Suzanne 
Collins’ 2008 “The Hunger Games" tril- 
ogy. A challenge, as defined by the ALA, 
is “a formal, written complaint, filed with 
a library or school requesting that materials 
be removed because of content or appropri- 
ateness." And for every reported challenge, 
the ALA estimates four or five remain un- 
reported. 

We challenge such individuals and in- 
stitutions to keep their minds - and books 
- open. 

Relatively recent titles, such as J. K. Row- 
ling's “Harry Potter" series, Jodi Picoult's 
“My Sister's Keeper" and Stephenie Mey- 
ers “Twilight” series, have 
been challenged in multiple 
states for reasons such as be- 
ing unsuited to an age group 
(“My Sister’s Keeper"), sex- 
ually explicit (“Twilight”), 
containing offense language 
and being violent (“Harry 
Potter’). These novels are 
hardly controversial and frankly, excellent 
reads. 

Even classics, such as J. D. Salinger’s 
“Catcher in the Rye” and Alice Walker’s 
“The Color Purple,’ were challenged in 
recent years with the top reasons being the 
same - containing offensive language, being 
sexually explicit and unsuited to age group.

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Town, VIP Homes settle lawsuit

AGAWAM - A complicated land court 
case between the town of Agawam and 
VIP Homes was settled recently, allow- 
ing VIP homes to build a house using 
a paper street — an approved street that 
has remained undeveloped - to establish 
frontage for the property on the plans. 

The suit settlement was approved by 
the Agawam Planning Board at its Aug. 
23 meeting. No monetary exchange was 
involved. 

Agawam City Solicitor Vincent Gio- 
scia said the suit was actually the way 
situations involving using paper streets 
for frontage are handled, adding that the 
rules for creating building lots using front- 
age on a “virtual” street is unprecedented, 
and there are no rules for or against. 

Gioscia said the building lot will be al- 
lowed on North Street Ext. and would be 
subject to a number of restrictions. Those 
restrictions were agreed to by the plan- 
ning board as a part of the settlement, but 
were not released publicly. 

As a result, VIP can begin the process 
of securing a building permit to begin 
building the house they proposed under 
the plan. VIP will also not stop anyone 
from using the paper street, which will 
remain approved. 

By definition, a “paper street" is a street 
that is a street shown on an approved de- 
velopment that has never been fully de- 
veloped, Gioscia said. 

VIP came before the planning board 
in October 2010 and requested to build 
a house on North Street Ext. VIP's pro- 
posal was for a house on a 3.9-acre parcel 
of land that only had 92 feet of frontage 
along the North Street Ext. Becuse the 
requirement for frontage is 110 feet, VIP 
acquired a piece of land owned by for 
Valdislav Vorobel. 


The land had 25 feet of frontage along 
a paper street that would have extended 
the frontage on the proposed VIP house 
from 92 to 117 feet. 

But the planning board rejected the 
proposal. Planning board member Mark 
Paleologopoulos, at the Oct. 21, 2010 
Planning Board meeting proposed ap- 
proving the street, but members David 
Chase and Michael Morassi dissented. 
Two other members of the board were 
absent when the decision was made. 

According to minutes from the meet- 
ing, Chase disagreed with VIP Attorney 
Gary Liquori and recommended the pa- 
per street frontage not be allowed. 

During the 2010 meetings, several 
questions were posed about the possibil- 
ity of setting a precedent by allowing a 
builder to use a paper street's frontage to 
meet zoning requirements for building 
lots. 

Questions included whether a paper 
street can be formally discontinued if it 1s 
not developed. They also asked if other 
properties along a paper street can utilize 
supposed frontage for the same purpose. 

Gioscia said the planning board had no 
interest in escalating a conflict, but were 
concerned about protecting the right of 
abutters near the proposed paper street. 
Among them was Gloria Montanez, who 
sold land to VIP for a previous proposal. 
He said the planning board was worried 
she may need to access the land at anoth- 
er time and turned down that proposal. 

The lawsuit was in Superior Court and 
would have continued on to Land Court if 
it was not settled, Gioscia said. 

“Unfortunately, this was the avenue the 
town and the plantiff had to go in order 
to come to an agreement,” said Gioscia. 
“But there was never any money involved 
in the lawsuit and we were able to work 
it out now.”

missing from last year's festival and made 
some improvements for this year. Vendors 
sold out of food last year, so we're adding 
some food vendors and we also will have 
more food," said DeVillier, who is the man- 
ager of the Agawam branch office of East- 
hampton Savings Bank. “Diana’s Bakery in 
Enfield, Conn., will donate donuts, muffins, 
and pastry that the Rotary will sell in the 
morning." 
Changes include new sponsor 

The festival also has a brand-new sponsor 
this year: Sarat Ford Lincoln. The auto deal- 
ership, which has been located in Agawam 
since it opened in 1929, donated $1,000 to 
become the festival’s major sponsor. (See 
sidebar story.) 

Other changes include an additional hour 
for the festival and linking to other area 
events being held that day. For book lov- 
ers, the nearby Phelps Elementary School 
is holding a book fair in its gym. For those 
who want to check out what's happening at 
the fire department's annual open house, a 
shuttle bus — provided by the Agawam Se- 
nior Center — will run regularly between the 
festival and the AFD's Main Street head- 
quarters. 

“The festival and the open house are two 
big events on the same day. Instead of mak- 
ing people feel like they have to choose 
which event to attend, we would like to try 
to merge them rather than compete," said 
Bitzas. “The shuttle bus is part of our effort 
to encourage people to go to both events." 

Another change this year will be the addi- 
tion of a new attraction: hot air balloon rides. 
A balloon provided by real estate franchisor 
RE/MAX will offer tethered rides between 3 
and 5 p.m. The suggested donation for a ride 
is $5 for children and $10 for adults. 

Antique car show returns 

One of the most popular attractions from 
last year — an antique car show — will be also 
back. There is no charge to enter the show.

Vehicles will be on display from 10 a.m. to 4 
p.m. Organizers hope to attract a large num- 
ber of vintage cars for the show. Last year, 
the show drew about 45 cars from around the 
Agawam area. 

Awards will be presented at 2:45 p.m. 
Cars will be judged in three categories 
— president's award, people's choice award, 
and entrant's choice award. 

“This event has strong appeal for all age 
groups," said Alyssa Bys, director of finance 
for Professional Medical Services in West 
Springfield and a member of the planning 
committee. “It draws old and young adults as 
well as kids who want to see these restored 
cars from various eras." 


Fun events all-day long 

Musical performers making a return en- 
gagement include the Agawam High School 
marching band — the Marching Mohawks. 
The 75-person school band that plays dur- 
ing halftime at football games is scheduled 
to perform at 3 p.m. 

The Truck Stop Troubadours, a four-piece 
Feeding Hills-based band that mixes a clas- 
sic outlaw country sound with hints of Rock- 
abilly and Americana, will take the stage for 
alive musical performance at 1 p.m. There is 
no charge and the group is also donating its 
time to the festival. 

AHS students will be featured in festival 
demonstrations as well. Student artisans will 
offer face painting, while the Rosie Robotics 
team will showcase their skills at 2:30 p.m. 
AHS cheerleaders will provide two perfor- 
mances — one at 12:30 p.m. and one at 3 p.m. 
with the AHS band. 

Many crafters — a staple at the festival 
since it started — will return to sell crafts of 
all types, from home decorations to fall-re- 
lated items. Twenty-five vendors are already 
confirmed, but there's still some space avail- 
able, said DeVillier. The charge for space is 
$25 for a single booth and $40 for a double 
booth. 

A number of civic organizations will also 
be on hand, including the Agawam Lions 
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The 2011 Agawam Harvest Festival and Family Fun Day’s antique car 
show proved to be so popular that it will be held again at this year’s festi- 
val Oct. 20. Alyssa Bys, an Agawam Rotary Club member who is helping 
to organize the car show, stands next to a rare 1914 Stutz Bearcat - worth 
more than $1 million - during last year’s show. 


Club. The Lions will be selling hot dogs, 
sandwiches, and other food items. “They are 
good cooks — and they'll be selling food at a 
very reasonable price,’ said Bitzas. “We’re 
very grateful to have their support at our fes- 
tival." 

Bitzas added that he's contacted Robert 
Cecchi, owner of E. Cecchi Farms, about 
again supplying fall decorations for the fes- 
tival, such as pumpkins and hay. “Harvest 
festivals began with farmers, so we want 
to pay homage to Agawam's great farming 
heritage," he said. 

Bringing the community together 

While the festival’s main purpose is to 
serve as a fundraiser for the Rotary, Bitzas 
and DeVillier said the overall goal is to pro- 
vide a fun event that brings the community 
together. 

"It's all about the community,’ said DeV- 


illier. “We don't have a lot of free commu- 
nity events in this town besides our summer 
concerts, so this is our way of giving back.” 

Bitzas added that the festival is not neces- 
sarily about making money as much as it is 
about giving back to the community. “The 
festival brings [Agawam] together so people 
can enjoy themselves, meet their neighbors, 
and have some good, old-fashioned fun. If 
the Rotary is successful in doing that, then 
the community benefits and our scholarships 
benefit. That's a win-win for everybody." 

In addition to Bitzas, Bys, and DeVillier, 
David Delancey and the Rev. Earl Eisenbach 
also serve on the Harvest Festival Planning 
Committee.

Local auto dealer provides festival funding

AGAWAM — In 1975, when the Aga- 
wam Rotary Club was established, Jack 
Sarat became one of its charter members. 
He was in his mid-20s at the time and 
taking on increased responsibilities at the 
Ford dealership his father founded in Aga- 
wam in the late 1920s. 

To this day, the Rotary’s mission of 
goodwill and humanitarian service still ap- 
peals to the Agawam native who is now the 
dealership’s principal owner. 

This summer, when the Rotary began 
planning its annual Harvest Festival and 
Family Fun Day for Oct. 20, Sarat agreed 
to contribute $1,000. His generosity gave 
the festival a financial boost — and made 
his dealership the major sponsor for both 
the festival and its antique car show. 

Helping the Rotary 
helps the community 

“The Rotary is a great organization. It 
does a lot of good for people and the com- 
munity,” said Sarat, who owns Sarat Ford 
Lincoln in Agawam as well as two other 
Ford dealerships, Family Ford in Enfield, 
Conn., and Ford of Northampton.

Susanne DeVillier, vice chair of the 
festival’s planning committee, said get- 
ting Sarat Ford Lincoln as a sponsor was 
crucial to the event's success. “It’s hard in 
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Jack Sarat, owner of Sarat Ford Lincoln, may bring one of the dealer- 
ship's oldest vehicles - this 1928 Model A Ford Tudor - to the Harvest

these difficult economic times for the Rota- 
ry to find a major sponsor for the festival,” 
said Devillier, the manager of the Agawam 
branch of the Easthampton Savings Bank. 

Being in the finance profession, DeV- 
illier knows how important it is to have a 
major sponsor that can help defray some of 
the operational expenses the Rotary incurs 
with the festival. She also has firsthand ex- 
perience as a festival sponsor because her 
bank was the festival's major sponsor last 
year.

Antique car show: a popular, 
challenging event 

Sarat said he knows about some of the 
challenges facing the festival's organizers 
in planning the event — particularly the an- 
tique car show. It was one of the festival's 
most popular attractions last year, but it 
can be quite a demanding task. 

“We sponsored and helped to organize 
a car show at our dealership a couple of 
years ago, so I know — and can appreci- 
ate — what a great undertaking it is to ar- 
range and manage these types of shows," 
he said. 

Sarat may display some of his dealer- 
ship's newest vehicles at the festival as 
well as one of its oldest. An antique Ford 


— a green and black 1928 Model A Tudor 
— has been owned by the dealership for 
more than 20 years. It has been displayed 
in the showroom along with newer models 
and sometimes has been brought to local 
car shows. 

The Model A was acquired by the deal- 
ership in 1990 as a trade-in for a new 
Thunderbird. “We decided to keep the car 
because it represented an important part of 
our dealership's heritage," said Sarat. 

He's considering bringing the Model A 
to the festival not just because of the an- 
tique car show, but also because it sym- 
bolizes the continuity and longevity of his 
dealership to the community “This car is 
very similar to the Ford models my father 
was selling and servicing when he opened 
his dealership across the street from our 
current dealership location."

Late in the evening on the night before, she 
and her boyfriend, David Kozak were at a 
gathering at the apartment building at 238 
Maple St., where she lives. Kozak reported 
that he stayed at the apartment most of the 
time and had a key to both the apartment 
building and the apartment itself. That night, 
however, Miles had asked everyone gathered 
at the apartment to leave, including Kozak 
— who was intoxicated at the time, according 
to reports. 

She remained in the apartment with her 3- 
year-old son and 1-year-old daughter. 

Shortly after leaving, Kozak reportedly 
attempted to re-enter the basement apart- 
ment through a living room window, which 
resulted in the glass breaking. Miles again 
told him to leave and arranged for him to be 
picked up. 

Several hours later, around 4 a.m., Ko- 
zak returned to the apartment and again at- 
tempted to enter, this time through the bed- 
room window. Miles told investigators that 
she was awakened by the sound and went to 
the kitchen to call police on her cell phone, 
which Kozak later threw to the ground, 
breaking it. 

“Ms. Miles again told Mr. Kozak to leave 
and informed him that she had called the po- 
lice and would explain to them it was a mis- 
understanding," Mastroianni's report states. 

When Petrangelo and fellow Agawam Po- 
lice Officer Thomas Forgues responded, they 
reported sounds coming from inside Miles' 
apartment, *which suggested, to them, a vol- 
atile situation: ‘things being thrown around 
from inside the apartment; ‘the sound 
of someone or some person banging into 
things;’ ‘and a woman screaming." 

Mastroianni noted a discrepancy between 
the two accounts in his findings. 

“The responding officers’ perceptions of 
an altercation inside the apartment are incon- 
sistent with the version of facts describing

what was going on inside the apartment (at 
the time of the officer’s arrival) given by Ms. 
Miles and Mr Kozak,” Mastroianni wrote. 

Their version describes the situation as 
having calmed down because Kozak report- 
edly left out the back door to smoke a ciga- 
rette just prior to police arrival. 

“Ms. Miles does describe the police trying 
to look inside the apartment windows, in an 
attempt to determine who was inside,” Mas- 
troianni stated, adding, “Any of these factual 
inconsistencies are of no consequence to my 
decision regarding the specific issue of crim- 
inal charges against Officer Petrangelo.” 

Another discrepancy noted in Mastroi- 
anni’s findings involved the moment when 
Miles opened the door to the officers, upon 
which she was shot. 

"As Ms. Miles describes being in the nor- 
mal process of opening the door, the weapon 
of Officer Petrangelo discharged. The de- 
scription by Officer Petrangelo of the door 
opening includes it being opened partially, 
closing quickly, and then being reopened 
at the point the weapon being discharged,” 
Mastroianni stated. “Again, the existence of 
a factual discrepancy regarding exactly how 
the door opened is of no consequence in my 
evaluation of Officer Petrangelo’s potential 
criminal conduct.” 

But Miles, through her attorney, main- 
tained her account of the night’s events last 
week. 

“Ms. Miles did not know Mr. Kozak was 
the person who had entered through her bed- 
room when she called the police. When she 
realized this, she told Mr. Kozak to leave the 
apartment, which he did prior to the officers’ 
arrival,’ Flannery wrote in a statement dated 
Sept. 19. 

Once Kozak left the apartment, Miles re- 
trieved her youngest child from another bed- 
room, Flannery stated. 

“Ms. Miles did not scream, bang into, or 
throw anything prior to the officers arriving 
at the door,” he stated, adding she was hold-

ing her 1-year-old daughter at the time she 
opened the door for the officers. “She opened 
the door once and without hesitation and, as 
she was doing so, was shot in the face." 
Flannery said Miles “respects” Mas- 
troianni’s decision to decline criminal 
prosecution, but that “the reasons for not 
filing criminal charges against Officer Pe- 
trangelo do not justify what occurred.” 
Miles urged the Agawam Police Department 
to review the matter carefully and take “ap-

proriate action necessary to avoid such inci- 
dents in the future.” 

A call seeking comment from Agawam 
Police Lt. Richard Light was not returned at 
presstime. 

For now, Flannery said Miles is still recov- 
ering from her injuries but is currently work- 
ing full-time and caring for her two children. 
Her third child is due in October. 

She may require additional surgeries, “but 
that is unclear at this time,’ Flannery said.

met one promise at a time.” 

Shibley — who spent the last four years 
working as a special education teacher in 
Oakland, Calif. - is chronicling her upcom- 
ing trip on her blog, “Heart 4 Haiti” (http:// 
h4haiti.tumblr.com/). There, she detailed her 
recent cross-country trip from California to 
her hometown, Agawam, where she will stay 
until she departs early next month. 

"After many hours spent in the car, lots of 
refills on gas, plenty of music, repeated Cre- 
ole lessons, and stops along the way, I am 
back in Massachusetts,” she wrote in her last 
update. ^I did it. I drove across country. Yes, 
I was by myself ... Yes, I would do it ALL 
over again! ... I loved it. Every minute!” 


A passion for Haiti 

Shibley holds a masters degree in severe 
special education from Lesley University in 
Boston, and hopes to share her knowledge 
with the people of Haiti. 

“The villages I have visited on my past 
missions trips do not have the resources to 
understand the dynamics of each disability,” 
she said. “Through conversations, I have en- 
countered that these people are open, long- 
ing and passionate about learning how to 
deal with individual disabilities in their vil- 
lages.” 

One day, she wants to start her own or- 
ganization to bring help to Haiti or in some 
way be more involved in nonprofit work. 


“I think this exposure — these nine months 
— will help me see Haiti for what it is,” she 
said. 

In all, Shibley plans to raise $12,000 
for her nine-month mission trip. The first 
$10,000 will fly her there, give her a roof 
over her head, feed her (a lot of rice and 
beans, she said), and keep her healthy and 
safe. The additional $2,000 will “help to 
meet the needs in Haiti" that she feels called 
to change while she is there. 

"It's hard to say what these needs are right 
now, but [it] may include providing wheel- 
chairs for children and adults with disabili- 
ties, feeding families in villages, helping 
fund the building of a home or even a drink- 
ing well," she said. “Whatever it may be, it 
will be done with love." 

To raise funds for her nine-month excur- 
sion, Shibley planned events to be held on 
both coasts. The first, a “Run 4 Haiti,’ was 
held Aug. 18 at Lake Merced in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif. Closer to home, a “Celebrate 4 
Haiti” fundraiser will be held at the Cedars/ 
St. Anthony Church Hall, 375 Island Pond 
Road, Springfield on Friday, Sept. 28 from 
6 to 11 p.m. 

Tickets are available in advance for $25 or 
may be purchased at the door. Cost of ticket 
includes dinner, drinks, DJ, and raffle items.
